In many cases when pensions 
and compensations are in question, 
the amount that a widow receives is 
determined by the number of children 
she has under a certain age.

A history of the disasters In the 


United States in any yoar is wrliti'ii 
annually by the American lied Cross. 
According tp Chairman John Hartijii 
Payne, commenting on Iho rciiovl fru- 
th o year ending June 30.1!>34. which 
has just boon issued In Washington. 


"Becauae.ot the charter .provision 


which places upon the Bed Cross the 
responsibility tor disaster rollol, our 
chapter, and staff-workors iu-c nnil- 
fled ot all calamities, of storm ami 
firo nnrt Hood," ho. cpntliiHctl. "Tlu> 
emergency perlbd may prove to lie 
brief, in cases where the victims 
have their own resources to dvn\v on. 
While it.lasts, however, whether U 
brings the Immediate need of food. 
clothing and shelter for tho home 
leas, or entails n program, ot Inves- 
tigation and rehabilitation, tho Ued 
Cross is tho .-'fleinl director of nil 
roliof."

A great variation In type, and 


a wide geographical distribution, 
characterize tho 103 disasters 
re- 


ported last year. Tornadoes, hnrrl 
canes, hailstorms and other storms 
made up almost one half of the total. 
Especially numerous were the tropi- 
cal storms which swept In from the 
sea to the Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
region. There woro 21 storms of this 
type, establishing a new record for 
frequency. 


Next In number to storms woro 


disasters of fire, the report shows. 
Red Cross aid was given following 
25 fires in the United States and in- 
sular posessions. The most spectac- 
ular was tho Chicago stockyards 
lire, where Red Cross workers ar- 
rived shortly after the ilvo started, 
administering relief until the emer- 
gency period passed, giving tlrst eld. 
to .about 1,000.persons. 


Floods caused serious damage hi 


some sections, 17 calling for Ued 
Cross relief. Three explosions were 
reported and tlirce epidemics of ma 
laria and typhoid fever. A school bus 
wreck was one of the year's trage- 
dies .'or which Red Cross funds were 
needed.foe relief and rehabilitation.

the vital effect a supreme court de- 
cision may have was indicated by the 
brief announcement of the attorney 
general.

First Aid, Life Saving, Nursing 


Care, Promote Health 


and Safety 


Fire outstanding services make up 


the health-conservation program of 
the American Red Cross, according 
to the annual report just issued in 
Washington. These services are 
first aid and life saving, which to- 
gether have trained more than a 
million persons; nursing, with an 
active .enrollment of 36,133. regis- 
tered nurses; Public Health, Nurs- 
ing, conducted by 7500 nurses in 424' 
chapters last year; and Home Hy- 
giene, -which has taught more than 
;700,000 men and women simple ways 
b£ caring for the sick at hone. 


"The achievements of the R<;d 


Cross in public health nursing plai:o 
It among the leaders in this field," 
said Jamea L. Fleaer, vice chairman 
in charge of domestic operations. 
This service was organized in 3!H9 
to meet needs developed by the 
World War and the ravages of the 
flu epidemic which in 1918-1919'took 
so great a toll of life, 


"Since that time Bed Cross nurs- 


ing services have been pioneers in 
more than ono half of the counties 
in the United States. Many servlqeR 
we established were takou over lator 
by civic, state and federal agencies, 
and the Itcd Cross continues to es- 
tablish services In other new fields. 
Red Cross nurses made more thau a 
million visits to patients last year, 
and 629,025 children in schools were 
inspected. 


"Red Cross courses iu home hy- 


giene and care of the sick are 
especially important in times of de- 
prcssion, because they teach fami- 
lies to maintain hygienic conditions 
in their homes and to recognize 
symptoms of Illness early enough to 
prevent serious consequences. 


"Our courses In first aid have 


been instrumental in saving lives of 
the injured; in safeguarding the ac- 
cident victim until the physician 
arrives, and in reducing time lost 
by workers in factories, mines and 
other industries. We are also giv- 
ing the course extensively to police 
and flre departments throughout the 
country, aud to state highway pa- 
trols."
